No. 5-1/2011/DP-IL— Whereas the process of rehabilitation of alcohol and drug 
dependents is an inter-disciplinary process covering various aspects namely, preven¬ 
tion, early detection, intervention, education, vocational training, rehabilitation and social 
integration etc. Apart from resources, it requires dedicated efforts of humans involved 
in the process of development. 

2. And, whereas recognizing that alcoholism and drug abuse is a psycho- 
social-medical problem, community based intervention through Non-Government 
Organisations has been considered as the best approach for treatment and 
rehabilitation of the addicts. 

3. Now, therefore, in order to recognise the efforts and encourage excellence 
in the field of prevention of substance abuse and rehabilitation of its victims, the 
Department of social Justice and Empowerment hereby makes the following 
Scheme of National Awards for Outstanding Services in the field of Prevention of 
Alcoholism and Substance (Drug) Abuse, namely:- 

(1) Short Title - This Scheme may be called the scheme of National Awards for 
outstanding services in the field of Prevention of Alcoholism and Substance 
(Drug) Abuse. 

(2) Application - This Scheme shall be applicable to Institutions and individuals 
working in the field of Prevention of Alcoholism and Substance (Drug) Abuse. 

4. Objective and Scope - 

The Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment is the nodal Ministry for 
drug demand reduction. It coordinates and monitors all aspects of drug abuse 
prevention which include assessment of the extent of the problem, preventive 
action, treatment and rehabilitation of addicts, dissemination of information and 
public education. The Ministry provides community-based services for the 
identification, treatment and rehabilitation of addicts through voluntary 
organizations. In order to recognize the efforts, and, encourage excellence in the 
Prevention of Alcoholism and Substance (Drugs) Abuse and rehabilitation of its 
victims, awards will be presented, every year, for the most effective or 
outstanding services as individuals as well as institutions in the prevention of 
abuse of:- 
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(a) Alcohol; 

(b) Narcotic Drugs; 

(c) Psychotropic Substances; 

(d) Other Addictive Substances (Except tobacco and its products) 
e.g. cough syrups, correction fluid, etc.

B. Best Regional Resource and Training Centre (RRTC) providing 
exemplary contribution in the field of prevention of addiction — 

(1) For an RRTC the institution shall have a record of outstanding work in 
providing exemplary contribution in the field of prevention of addiction. 

(2) An RRTC, to be eligible, shall fulfil the following requirement namely:- 

(a) a minimum of five years experience in the field of Prevention of 
Alcoholism and Substance (Drug) Abuse; 

(b) delivered comprehensive training programmes which include treatment, 
prevention, documentation, community mobilization and research 

methodology; 
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(c) delivered comprehensive training programmes covering specific issues 
related to treatment and rehabilitation as mentioned by MSC - || 
counselling, group therapy, family therapy, relapse prevention, etc; 

(d) delivered comprehensive training programmes to cover various target 
groups like doctors, nurses, ward boys, peer educators, counsellors, 
social workers, management personnel, etc;

(e) dealt with issues related to stigma and discrimination and promoting 
treatment for those affected; 

(f) taken pro active measures towards reducing the availability of alcohol and 
drugs in the community, as a result of which some villages or 
municipalities have emerging as model villages or towns; and 

(g) been offering or networking with treatment providers. 

D. Best Educational Institution doing outstanding work in awareness

(1) For a University or College or Institution imparting post-metric education 
which has made outstanding contribution in awareness generation and 
prevention of alcoholism and substance (drug) abuse is eligible for award. 

(2) An Educational Institution, to be eligible, should have:

(Drug) abuse and for at least [five years preference shall be given to those 
institutions who are continuing in the field];

(1) For an Institution, which has conducted research on issues related to 
addiction and has developed new techniques on treatment and preventive 
modules, etc. or undertaken innovative measures for prevention of addiction and 
evolved techniques to identify addiction in early phase is eligible for award. 

(2) An Institution, to be eligible, should have: 

(a) made outstanding contribution for more than five years in the field of 
prevention of addiction - medical, research, psychological therapy etc. 
[Preference shall be given to those individuals who are continuing in the 
field]; 
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(b) developed treatment modules or methodologies to provide medical 
treatment or psychological therapy, family therapy, therapy for children, 
follow-up services, after care services and relapse prevention; 

(c) developed cost effective model of treatment to provide for those who live 
in villages or in remote areas;
